A good many people in Florida are 


badly In debt. Tbey are scrupulous 
In the discharge of their financial ob- 
ligations, but tbey owe big moral 
debts, and it's a bad policy to owe 
such bills for sooner or later a good 
many ot them come out ot the bank 
account anyway. 


The laws of Florida provide sev- 


eral things for the protection of the 
people with in incorporated cities and 
towns that they don't demand for 
rural communities. They Insist that 
all hotels, restaurants and boarding 
houses in the state must screen their 
kitchens and dining rooms against 
flies, to prevent the Ingress »f these 
infection carrying insects. They de- 
clare that all surface or earth closets 
In the cities and towns must be care- 
fully screened, but they don't make 
this requirement outside of the .cities 
and towns, excepting those used in 
connection with 
the rural 
public 


schools. 


These laws do not require 
the 


screening of residents in cities or out 
of them, whether these be occupied 
by the owners or by tenants, leaving 
it for the individual to protect him- 
self and his family from these danger- 
bearing pests, or not. as he 
niav 


choose. 


Now, 
a very 
considerable portion 


of the residents of Florida, particu- 
larly of the wa;e-eurninK classes, oc- 
cupy tlieir homos as tenants. 
Mo^t 


of them are unable financially 10 
make the desirable improvements in 
these homos which the landlords have 
failed, neglected or refused to make 
Probably most bin h tenants don't ap 
predate the necessity or the wisdom 
ot screening their homes, considering 
that science I'oolish which declares 
thai ilies and mosquitoes are not 
mere nuisances, but menaces to the 
health. 


They don't know — for they do not 


read the public prints—that these in- 
sects having tree access to the home 
increase 
typhoid and 
malaria sick 


rates by large percentages; 
tbev 


don't know 
that careful 
screening 


actually increases the personal effici- 
ency of the working man. whether he 
earns his living with the sweat of Ins 
body or by his brain. 


Tiie often used quotation, noblesse- 


obhge, whic'i dei lares in effect thai 


responsibility rests upon those who 
are able to meet it, seems to have 
been translated by a good many peo- 
ple in less elegant language—"Them 
as has gits." 


No Florida statute requires that 


the owner ot the property occupied 
as a residence shall screen its doors 
and windows, whether within or with- 
out incorporated municipalities. Yet 
such screening of every house inside 
or outside any city, would reduce the 
sick and death rate in any community 
by good sized figures. Increasing In- 
dividual working efficiency would in- 
crease the aggregate producing capac- 
ity of the community. It it estimated 
that the annual loss In wages in the 
United States from sickness totals 
two hundred and fifty million dollars. 


It is the moral debt of every 


owner of" a residence that is rented 
to make that property conserve the 
health of the occupants. The obli- 
gation is due the tenant as well as 
the community. 
Scattered through 


the state are many large manufactur- 
ing establishments outside incorpora- 
ted cities, and these are not governed 
by the health rules that prevail in- 
side the cities. Because owners of 
such property are not compelled to 
do it, many of them don't do a thing 
more than they have to for the well 
being of the laborer which by force of 


< ircumstances. 
is compelled 
to oc- 


c upy these houses as tenant employ- 
ees ot the owning corporation or firm. 
Hies have free access to houses and 
earth closets and no attempt is made 
to regulate the breeding places of 
these winged messengers of pesti- 
lence and death. 


There isn't any use to appeal to 


such 
property 
owners 
excepting 


through their pockets. And for their 
information the fact is stated with 
absolute certainty, and experiment 
will prove it, that to put their tene- 
ments in good order, to screen them 
carefully and the closets that sur- 
round them, to insist on clean prem- 
ises and on good repairs, would be a 
money-saving investment which they 
would show in their bank account at 
the ) ear's end. It would attract and 
hold the best class of labor and it 
would dist harge a moral obligation 
just as real as the wages that are 
paid to labor itself. 


Uses and Abuses of Fertilizers 


By Prof. R. J. H. De Loach, Director of Georgia Experiment Station. 


6. FERTILIZERS .AND 
HORTICULTURE. 


The Fifth of a Series of Six Articles. 


The fruit and vegetable growers are always leaders in the use of plant 


foods for their crops This Is especially true of the vegetable growers. What 
they wish is rapid Krowlh in their produce, so that they will get the vege- 
tables on the market in the shortest possible time from the time of planting. 
This is ihe secret of success with vegetables, and the only way to meet such 
conditions is to apply fertilizers in large quantities. In the next paper we 
shall tell about the "home garden" and how to fertilize it. In the present 
paper we are to tell more particularly about fruit trees and otlter horticultural 
plants. 


The relation of apple growing to fertilizers has never been very carefully 


worked out. 
We know that the use of fertilizers with fruit trees, and 


especially apples, pays, but we have not >et worked out the best formulae 
for the various kinds of trees, nor the amounts which pay best 
Brisbin says, 


in his book on "Trees and Tree Planting," that in planting young trees large 
quantities of manure should be used in preparing the place for planting. 
These manures should be rich in plant food elements if the trees are ex* 
peeled to make rapid growth. The best way to increase the plant food in 
manures is to add to the manures the mineral elements in various forms, 
and mix with leaf mold and manures. Bribbin also recommends that weeds 
should not be allowed to grow around the apple trees, as they will take up 
the plant food which is put down for young trees. 


The best method of producing fruit is to keep the fleld or orchard clean by 


growing other crops which require constant attention and cultivation. Most 
farmers and horticulturists fertilize the crops that grow in the orchard, and 
In this way save the expense of fertilizing the fruit trees again. In many 
Instances legumes are grown as a cover crop, and, Incidentally, to furnish 
nitrogen. The orchard cannot be cultivated too deeply, or Injury will result. 
It needs to be cultivated shallow, and manures or fertilizers applied in 
reasonable quantities. While it is necessary to put fertilizers near the trunk 
of the tree, yet the roots scatter pretty well over an orchard, and the plant 
lood that happens to fall further away from the trunk is not lost. 


A large crop of apples or peaches takes from the soil much plant food, 


«ucb as nitrogen, potash and paosphoric acid, and unless this is supplied from 
time to time, the trees will prove less fruitful and finally bear very little 
fruit, and what they do bear will be of poor quality. The argument that old 
trees in pastures bear good fruit is not sound, because conditions prevail In 
many Isolated places this way that cannot be duplicated in the orchard. 
Many times It is the natural leaf mold, woods earth, droppings from animals, 
and other materials carrying available 'plant food that make the fruit on 
such trees. Besides, such fruit is rarely ever as excellent and delicious as 
that grown in a well-kept orchard. Fruit, like all other kinds of aeld and 
garden crops, must be forced more or less to measure up to a high standard. 
To force the fruit, and at the same time keep the land fertile, we must apply 
to the soil as much fertilizer as the crop takes from it. 


Fruit trees demand In their growth a fertilizer rather rich in potash and 


phosphoric acid, but not very rich In nitrogen. It was found that the citrus 
trees in California at the Riverside Experiment Station grew better fruit and 
did better every way with a complete fertilizer than with any single plant 
food element, or any Incomplete combination. It was also found that the 
acid requirements of these trees were more completely supplied with sul- 
phate of ammonia than from any other nitrogen source. 


Many of the experiment stations have secured good results from fertilizing 


orchards, but none quite so good as the Ohio station. F. H. Ballon, in charge 
ot work with apples, tays: 


"To sum up the result* In Increased fruit production from the us* of 


chemical fertilisers 'on the very thin orchard land In southeastern Ohio, tak- 
ing Into consideration all our different plots at the various places covering 
CO miles of country, we have the following; 


Average per acre, per year fertilized, 100 barrels. 
Average per acre, per year unfertilized, 44 barrels. 
Ualn per acre, per year, from fertilization, 5C barrels. 
Cost of gain per barrel, per year, 174 cents. 
This Is the strongest endorsement for the ate of commercial fertilizers la 


orchards that we have yet seen, and shows how It Is possible to Increase the 
Incomes from an orchard by the wise use of the proper kinds of fertilizers. 
Prof. Maurice A. Blake of the New Jersey Experiment Button recommends 
an application of 4M pounds of fertilizer per acre with peaches. Prof. 8Uraes 
of the Georgia Experiment Station Mod many formulas at the Oeorgla Station 
MVM*I yoars ago on pMchos, and loud that la every case ibe fertlUnn

CORN EAR WORM 


VERSATILE ENEMY. 


The corn ear worm, alias the false 


bud worm, alias tbe cotton boll worm, 
•lias tbe tomato trutt worm, alias— 
oh, what's the use? It contrives to 
produce from five to six generations 
In a year, anyway. From the aliases 
it will be seen that it is not at all 
finical about food. In fact it can ac- 
commodate itself to almost any con- 
"ditions and proceeds to make waste 
on any cultivated plant that is handy. 


In spring it attacks the bud of corn 


•when the corn is about knee high. 
Here is where it gets the false bud 
worm alias. 
There is a true bud 


worm but it is controlled by the same 
treatment 
recommended for 
this 


"alias-worm" 
hereafter. 
While 
it 


feeds on the silks and kernels it is 
known as" the corn ear worm. An- 
other generation becomes the cotton 
boll worm about the time bolls set. 
It is responsible for many dropped 
and deformed tomato fruits and in

later generations feeds on fall beans, 
peas and other crops. 


Since the latter generation are de- 


pendent on the earlier to a treat ex- 
tent, it is advisable to take some con- 
trol measures when it first attacks 
corn. J. B. Watson, entomologist to 
the University of Flroida experiment 
station, recommends one part of lead 
arsenate or zinc arsenate to one or 
two parts of air slaked lime. Quick 
lime must not be used, for it will 
burn the plants. 
Dust the mixture 


on each hill, preferably in the morn- 
ing when the dew is on so that the 
poison will run down into the buds. 


On a small space the dusting can 


be done with u tin can with holes in 
the bottom. But over large areas a 
duster should be used. If a duster 
is not available a porus bag, filled 
with the mixture on each end of a 
pole will make a good substitute. This 
device can be carried on a mule and 
a little jolting will sift the poison on 
the rows beneath.
